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CHAPTER 89. 

APPROPRIATION. 

AN ACT making appropriations for the support of the state government for tne 
fiscal years of 1851 and 1852. 

Be it (nactcd by the Gcncml Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Appropriation for support of state government. That the fol­
lowing SUIDB of money be, and the same are appropriated to defray the ex:· 
penses of the state government for the fiscal years of eighteen hundrE'd and 
fifty-one and eighteen hundred and fifty-two to be paid out of any money" 
not otherwise appropriated, as follows: 

SEc. 2. Salary of governor. For the salary of governor of the state, two 
thousand dollars. 

Contingent expenses. For contingent expenses of the governor's office 
six hundred dollors. 

Salary of secretary. For salary of secretary of state, one thousand dollars. 
Contingent expenses. For contingent expenses of secretary's office, four 

hundred dollars. 
Salary of auditor. For salary of auditor of state, one thousand two hun- . 

dred dollars. 
Contingent expenses. For contingent expenses of auditor's office, foul' hUIl­

dred dollars. 
[217] 8a.la.ry of t1'eaBurer. For salary of treasurer of state eight hun­

dred dollars. 
Contingent expenses. For contingent expensE'S of treasurer's office, four 

hundred dollars. 
8a.la.ry of superinten~nt of public instruction. For salary of superinten­

dent of public instruction, two thousand and four hundred dollars. 
Contingent expenses. For contingent expensE'S of superintendent's office, 

five hundred dollars. 
8a.la.ry of supreme judges. For salary of the.juugrs of the suprrme court. 

six thousand dollars. 
Contingent expenses of supreme court. For eontingellt expenses of Sll­

preme court, one thousand dollars. 
Salary of district judges. For salary of the judges of the district court, 

twelve thousand dollars. 
Salary of librarian. For salary of librarian, three llUn(lrf'd dollars. 
Contingent expenses. For contingent expenses of librarian's officI', on!' 

hundred and twenty-five dollars. 
General contingent fund. For general contingf'nt fllUd, two thousand dol­

lars. 
SEC. 3. Officers to report to general assembly how paid. Thnt the gov­

ernor, secretary, auditor, treasurer, superintendent of public inst1"1lction and 
librarian are required to report eaeh th(' sewral itrm!! of E'xprJHlilnrrs tIH'Y 
may payout of the contingent fund to the ~eneral asspmbly.
